Scatter gunners can expect a better than average duck 
season opener on Saturday as the 1971 waterfowl season 
gets underway in Southern California. 

A very good hatch in the pot hole areas of Canada 
produced a bumper crow for the Pacific Flyway. Ducks 
Unlimited estimates that more ducks will be winging their 
way to Southern California than have made the migration 
in the past 25 yards. 

The Salton Sea will be the target area for many Orange 
County hunters and should produce easy limits of sprig, 
teal and widgeon as bird populations have been building 
daily at the Salton Sea. 

The many private clubs in the southland have already 
flooded their ponds and lots of sprig are being attracted to 
the fresh water and feed. Locally, Jim Olson, manager of 
some of the finest duck clubs in the area, reports that there 
are more birds in the area than he has seen in a number of 
years. Olson predicts that opening day hunters should come 
close to filling out just after shooting time. New birds are 
arriving daily and the migration has not even really started 
added Olson. 

No geese have been sighted yet in the hunting areas 
around the Wister Refuge, but changes are good that a 
couple of snows could be bagged come opening weekend. 
The big migrations of honkers and snows will begin in 
mid-November. 

The daily bag and possession limit for ducks in the 
southern section of the state is seven birds, but the daily 
bag and possession limit must not include more than two 
canvasbacks. Shooting time is 6:21 a.m. for Los Angeles 
and Orange Counties, while the Imperial Valley will open 
up at 6:10 a.m. 


LOTS OF BIG BUCKS TAKEN 


The opening two weeks of the inland deer season, which, 
this year includes Orange County for the first time in 12 
years, has been very good. The hunter success has been the 
highest in years as lots of forks and three pointers were 
taken opening weekend. 

Orange County deputy Al White says that this season 
could- well be one for the record books as the deer herds are 
in excellent shape and that there are some big racks hiding 
in the Cleveland National Forest. 

Good feed and water conditions, tied in with very cool 
weather has made hunting easier this year. The Coal 
Canyon and Sierra Ridge areas of the national efforts 
according to White.

Come the opening day of quail season on October 30, 
hunters will find it very difficult to locate any large covey's 
of quail. Poor water conditions during the nesting season 
accounted for a drop in quail numbers in most parts of the 
southland. 

Some private property in Orange County will give up fair 
hunting, but public lands will be loaded with hunters there 
by making the outlook very dim. 


DOVE HUNTERS DID VERY WELL 


_ If you thought that you shot a lot of mourning dove this 
year in Orange County in comparison to years’ past, you 
did. This past season was one of the best enjoyed by county 
hunters in a good many years. Cooperative weather and a 
good migration of birds from the central valleys produced 
ample targets for shotgunners. Although a lot of hunting 
was on private property, unattached hunters taking out 
watering and feeding areas in the early morning and late 
evenings took a good number of limits during the short 30 
day season. 

Hunters will have a second chance at dove again come 
November when the second half of the split season comes 
up on the calendar.
